BY-LAW NO. 2 


A By-law of-the Rural Municipality 
of Mountain View No. 310 to re- 
strain and regulate the running at 
large and trespassing of Animals 


Municipal- 
ity of Mountain View No. 310 
enacts as fullows:- 

(1) This By-law shall apply to the 
following animals:: Horses, cattle, 
sheep, goats and swine. 

(2) No such animals shall be per: 
mitted to run at large within the Rur- 
al Municipality of ‘iountain View No. 
3!0 at any time. 

(3) he expression “at large” 
means without being under the control 
of the owner, either by being securely 
tethered or in direct: and continuous 
charge of a herder or by confinement 
within any building or other closure 
or fence whether the same is lawful or 
not. 

(4) For the purpose of this By-law 
the terms Horses, Cattle, Sheep, 
Goats, Swine, shall inciude the sin- 
gular as well as the plural and the 
term Horses shall include Mules and 
Donkeys, and the term Cattle shall 
include ail Horned Cattle or Cattle 
that have heen dehorned or are natur- 
ally without horns. 

(5) Any Animal found trespassing 
upon any land or premises enclosed hy 
a tawful fence shall be liable to he im- 
pounded by the owner or occupant of 
such land or his servant, or other per- 
son and such Animal may he so!d 
under the provisions of the By-law 
respecting lou ds and Pound-keepers 
unless the damage caused by such 
Animal so trespassing and the expen- 
ses of impounding same and the lawful 
fees be paid sooner 

(6) Nothing in this By-law shall 
prevent any person from recovering 
compensation in any Court of compet- 
ent jurisdiction from any person owning 
or having the custody of any Animal 
through which such damage has been 
caused, 

(7) Any Animal found at large 
contrary to the provisions of this 
By-law shall he liable to he impounded 
and so'd acconding to the provisicns 
of the By-law respecting Pounds and

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, “or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cidtivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or-stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties-- Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 aeres 
and erect a house worth $300,

Neglected Children 

The work of the Department of 
Neglected Children since January 1st, 
1913, has proved double that of the 
preceeding year for a corresponding 
period. The number of cases dealt 
with is enormous. 

The Department has been fortunate 
in finding foster homes for practically 
all the children who have come under 
the care of the Department from var- 
ious places in the Province. 

Children placed on probation num- 
ber 167, and the records are good. It 
is a significant fact that it has been 
necessary to send only 8 boys to a 
Reformatory during the past year 
This record is the best in probation 
of any place on the North American 
continent, 

Probation has proved its success, 
and it is not costly. The Department 
of Neglected Children, unfortunately 
is a non-revenue producing depart- 
ment, and must le considered as an 
expense which has to be met. Fines 
are not possible under the Children’s 
Protection Act except in cases of in- 
terference,and as the cases are usually 
adjusted without going into court, 
therefore, soon it becomes necessary 
fo explain to the general public that 
the cost of running this department is 
heavy and with few returns in the way 
of money. Against this is the fact 
thas every child dealt with means an 
asset of $1,000 to the state on the 
basis established by the Immigration 
Authorities. 

On the other hand, if the children 
are allowed tu degenerate into crimi- 
nals, the cost will be froin four to five 
thousand dollars for the state to care 
for each criminal in penal institutions, 

It is the prevention nature of the 
work which gives this department its 
greatest value to the Province, 

The Children’s Protection Act of 
Alberta, is the best Act of its kind in 
use on the American Continent, and 
Its results show a good record in sav- 
ing—to good citizenship— thousands 
of liv.s of children, who are drifting 
into lives of debauchery and crime, 

Good roads, and good public build- 
ings, are essential, but what use are 
any of then? unless good citizens are 
developed to properly enjoy and use 
them. The great object of this work 
1s to produe good and upright citizens 

The ramifications of this department 
turn into innumerable channels in the 
course of the wouk, 

It is to be understood that in most 
cases, the dftficulties are adjusted 
without going into court, 

Local Children’s Aid Societies and 
Committees have been organized in 
various places, and those who are in- 
terested and would wish to join the 
local branch, or organize a Society, 
are requested to communicate with 
the Superintendent of Neglected 
Children, Old Parliament Buildings, 
Edmonton.
